Durin? the early pars of the 17th century, ‘Jilliam Reynolds was 
porn some lece in Ingleni. we have no record of the location or the 
date of this event. ‘Je do have & recor’ that Willism Reynolds married 
Marranet Exton and thet to them werc born three sons, John in 1650, 
Franci& in lo52 and Henry in 1655. There is no further record of John 
and Francis other than their bisths but we have a iamost complete record 
of the last son, Yenry-. Jen he was 21 years old, in 15676, he emnai- 
greted to America. We made the voyase in one of the small sail shins 
of the time and svent 22 weeks maxing the journey. 


He settled at Burrlineton, New Jersey where he remained two years 
bub in 1lo78, he married Prudence Cleyton, daughter of Wiliian and 
Prudence Clayton of Chichestsr, Pa. (Chichester was then in Chester 
County but is now in Deleware, Co.) and is in ths southeast vert of the 
state). At the time of his marziase, Henry moved co Chichestz:r and 
lived these the rest of his life. Ee diet Aus. 7, 1724 at the age of 
69 years. 


Thore is e tradition that Henry reised corn on Dock Creek, a sec- 
tion that is now in the cit; of Philadelvhia. He tvco, up 1000 acres 
of land in the Nottingham Settlement which was e Quaker Comuunity 


located in the souvnvest vart of Chester Co., Pa. which he cave to his 


two sons, Eenry and William. He fave to another son, Frencis the 
home farm of 290 acres, and John 210 acres. Thus all the sons wers 


provided for. 4950046 


To Henry Reynolds and wife Prudence Clayton were sorn 10 children 
five boys end five giris. Marcaret born 1680, marricd a men nemed 
Moulder. #e have no further record. Mavy born 1682, marvisd Issac 
Sharp, Francis born 1684, Prudence sorn 1657, Deborah Jorn 15689, 
William the first born 1691, Henry born 1693, John sorn 1694, Jannah 
born 169%, end a second Jillian born 1701. de have no further record 
of the girls, except Hannah, who marzied Richard Biorm. The first 
William evivsntly died es a child for ten years after his oirth, they 
nemed a second child William. The nistory of the boys will foilow in 
their turn. +e have no further record of John then his inhsritance.

Frank married ea second wife in 1929, Grace Uro&ins, who ws 
at that time Treasurer of Indiana-e Her maiden némc was Crace- Bants.

It was the custoa of thet tine, when ons child died in infancy, to name 
Ss later child the same name whici. wes done in this cease. The second 
Wiliiam grew to menhood in Pa. and es stated above recéived with nis 
brother Henry, the 1000 acrcss tucizr father tovk uy in the Nottinghen 
settlcoment. It is probable thet he went there to live when ne married 
becau.e the Cane Cresk Xecords of N. C. state shet on the 7th day oF 
6th m0. 1751, #Jiiliam Keynoldés a::d his wife and chiilren were received 
on certificates beine granted at Zest Nottin hem 1751, 20th day 2nd mo. 
There is a record in New Gerden Church Recores of MN. C. Guilford Co. 
dated 26th dey 1st moe. 1760, sveting that Jiliian 2ernolds end five 
youngest cnildren «were received on certificates from Cins Creek, 
6th day cth mo. 1751.

mamed Scrah Cole, Fe helped her wor, out her frsedom so thet in 1756 
they were married. "src they lived till 1848, then moved to Fredrick, 
C. iid. where they lived till 1748 ov 49, vhen they moved to Orange Co. 
W. OC. we know chet woen Cane Creek mestineg w:s oreenized in 17f1, 
Anthony was made Verser, an imvortant vffice in the church. On moving 
to Ne UG. thse; settled on e 300 acre farm, one mile west of Cane Cresk 
Churcn and continucd to live there until tisir deatns; Sarah in <chbout 
1773 eng Snthony 1778. Thoy were both buried at Cane Creek.

ANTHONY REYNOLDS 


We now return to Anthony Reynolds, the eighth child of Jeremiah and 
Susanna Chamness Reynolds. Anthony wes born the 3lst dzy of the 7th 
month 1769, and married Elizabeth Jackson, deuzhter of Isaac end Mary 
Jackson, from Orange County, N- C- in December 19, 1792. To them were 
born seven children;

Anthony and Elizabeth were married in North Saroline about 179° or 
1794 and continued to live there until 1823. All their children were 
born there, but being of decided Queker opinions and onvosed to slavery, 


the new state of Indiana, where a large number of North Carolina Quekers 
had already settled. In the spring of 1823, the father mother and six 
children began the journey to their newly selected home. The journey 
was made of course with wagon. The mother and smeller children riding 
while the father and older children walked beside the wagon. It took 
them six weeks to maxe the journey, arriving at the Nettle Creek Settle- 
ment -on the fifth dey of the fifth month in 1823. Anthony bought out a 
prior claim to 80 acres of lend that joins the present sisht of the Nettle 
Creek Cemetery on the north west. Not long after coming, here, he erected 
e frame house that is still standing--one or the first freme houses in 
the community. He continued to live on this vlace until his death in 
1852, at which time he deeded the farm to his son, Isaac who continued 

{ to own it until his death. The farm was not out of the Reynolds’ family 
until 1924. In the year 1833, at the November meeting, they presented 
certificates from Center Church in North Carolina to the Neétle Creek 
leeting. Here they were received and remained devoted members during 
their lives. In addition to their certificate, Anthony and his two sons, 
Levi and Isaac, a petition was presented for Chelsea Wilson who was son 
of Anthony's sister of Christian. Elizabeth died in 1824 and Anthony in 
1852, both being interred at Nettle Creek Cemetery. 


An interesting story was told me by my father and it was told to him 
in his early manhood by a wan who went through the country selling cook 
stoves, when they first came into use- He said, "Everybocy to whom I 

“try to sell a stove asked me if Anthony Reynolds had bought one”, 

Finally he decided that the only way that he could sell stoves in that 
community was to induce Father Reynolds to get one, and he did not sella 
stove until Father Reynolds bought his. 


Isaac, son of Anthony and Elizabeth Reynolds, was born in North 
Carolina in 1795, migrated with the family to Indiana in 1823. He married 
Tamer Hawkins and settled on his father's farm with the father, near 
Nettle Creex Meeting House- To them were born Lydia 1831-1908, Sarah 1832- 
1844, Anna 1835-1879, Amos 1837-1837, John 1838-1844, E@izabeth 1841- 
1860, Wilson 1843-1921. Tamer, the mother was born 1802 and died in 1864. 


Lydia became the second wife of Wilson Dennis in 1858. He too was 
a migrater from North Carolina from the same section from which the Reynol: 
Came in 1823. To them were born three children; Sarah 1859 who married 
4oses Blackburn. She died in 1923. She left no children. Clarkson, the 
second child of Wilson and Lydia, married Rosetta Bookout. Clarkson owns 
the home farm. To them were born one son, Russell who lives on the farm 
with his father. Russel married Anna Bowman and has three children; 
Evelyn, Mary Catherine, and Robert Wilson. The third child of Wilson and 
Lydia wes Linley born in 1864 and married Viola Thompson. They have one 
son, Howard. 


Anna, daughter of Isaac and Tamer, married Elam Pixe and lived all 
her live near Fountain City.

Linley M., the youngest child of Anna and Elam, married Addie

born in 1924. The second child of Linley is Robert Linley born in 1904 
and he inturn has one daughter, Mary Lou born in 1931. His wife was 
Esther Leota Hurst. 


Sarah, Amos, and John who were three more children of Isaac and 
Tamer died in childhood. Elizabeth married Joe Allen, but died when she 
was 19 years old with issue. Wilson, the youngest child of Isaac and 
Tamer, received the homestead, marrie¢ Elizabeth Nicholson in 1867 <nd 
lived on his father's and grandfather's farm until the last few years of 
his life, when they moved to,Richmond. They never had any children, but 
took unto their home, Edwin Stanton, a nephew of Elizabeth and raised him 
as their own son. They were buried at Nettle Creek. 


Returning to the children of Anthony, the second daughter, Rachel 
married Benjamin Cox on the 23rd day of the 10th month in 1816 in the 
Providence Meeting House in North Carolina. When the remainder of her 
family moved to Indiana, she and her husband who had no children remained 
but she died three years later. 


Susan, the third child died sinzle in 1837. 


Mary, the fourth child of Anthony, merried Thomas Hunt of Randolph 
County, Indiana. The next child w-s Levi, who will he discussed latex 


Ruth, the seventh and youngest child of Anthony and Elizabeth, 
Married Lemuel Maulsby, April 26, 1837. They moved to La Porte County 
and from there moved to Dallas County, Iowa in 1854. They bought a 
farm four miles south west of Redfield on South Racoon River and both 
died there. Ruth died in 1876. To them were born the following child- 
ren; Wiley 1828-1887, Elwood 182971915, Losada died in 1930, Henry 
1833-1885, Clark 1836-18623 (he died in the Union Army at Nashville, Tenn.: 
Masey P. 1838-1863, he also died in the Army et Jefferson, Mo.) Cynthia 
E. 1841- , Ira B. 1845-1847, Larkin W. 1871- , Alvin Maulsby, write 
of « letter to E- P. Reynolds of Otunwe, Iowa, provided this history. 


Levi Reynolds, the fifth son of Anthony and Elizabeth, was born in 
North Carolina in 1805. He was a birthright member of the Center Friends 
Church of Guilford County, although the family lived in Randolph County. 
He came with his parents to Wayne County, Indiana at the age of 16. 

Three years later, 1826 at the age of 21 he married Hannah Underhill, 

the oldest daughter of John and Jane Jones Underhill of near Economy, 
Wayne County. They had recently come from Tenn. Lost River Friends 
Church. John Underhill was the most noted of the early teachers in the 
county. One of the Underhill family advises the writer that John Underhi 
wes first cousin of Nathaniel Green of Revclutionary Fame.

station. My father has told me that it was exciting to them to get up 
in the night and find e black man in their home- His father would taxe 
the runaway slave onto the next station the following night.
